Washington, Ind., Feb. 18—The 
story of how the Ohio and Mary­ 
land railroad changed the guage 
of its rails in half a day was told 
by W. A. Foster, a former Wa­ 
shington resident. 
Foster, who now lives at Fair­ 
field, 111., visited Washington a 
few days ago, and dropped into 
the editorial room of the 
Wa­ 
shing 
Democrat. 
He wi 
greeted -warmly by the 
staff ana Vter, during an inter­ 
view, told of his early days here, 
and howr the O. & M., changed 
their rail-guage in half a day. 
“I learnixl 
telegraphy 
at 
Mitchell,” he said, “and entered 
the employ of the O. & M., 
in 
1871. In that year the road was 
changed from broad guage 
to 
standard guage. 
“When the road was broad- 
guage, the rails stood five feet, 
eight 
and 
one-half 
inches 
apart.” 
The standard guage is 
four 
feet, eight and one-half inches. 
“The broad guaged rails were 
changed to the standard guage 
in 6 hours,” the veteran 
said. 
“ The organization of this change 
was complete and efficient. Along 
the entire road, a telegraph op­ 
erator was stationed every five 
miles. His duty was to report the 
progress of the section 
crews, 
and wire in when the work was 
done.

Congress reached the halfway 
mark of its presidential

session Friday ready at last for 
action upon important legisla­ 
tion. 
Republican leaders have for­ 
mulated a program for 
both 
houses which, the United Press 
learns, will guarantee action up­ 
on pending legislative issues in 
the following order—alien prop­ 
erty settlement, Muscle Shoals, 
Farm Relief, Flood Control and 
Tax Reduction. 
The Republican steering com­ 
mittee has decided upon this se­ 
quence and has the general ap­ 
proval of house leaders who have 
signified their intention to con­ 
form to it as far as possible. 
Formal 
announcement 
was 
made by the senate 
steering 
committee today that the Norris 
Muscle Shoals resolution would 
be brought us as soon as alien 
property is acted upon. The com­ 
mittee suggested action then up­ 
on two bills of lesser significance, 
the Tyson emergency army offic­ 
ers’ retirement bill and the Nor- 
beck migratory bird bill. 
Chairman Sackett made 
no 
mention of farm relief 
because 
that bill was reported to 
the 
senate only yesterday, but 
re­ 
publican leaders are agreed to 
permit the farm bloc to Sand­ 
wich in the McNary bill before 
the Tyson measure. 
Indications are that it 
will 
pass, despite president Coolidge’s 
objections to the 
equalization 
fee provision. Final action 
will 
come probably in two weeks— 
about the time the 
commerce 
committee is ready to report out 
a flood control bill. The house 
is expected to get to work on the 
Reid compromise flood bill before 
that time. 
By the time these things are 
out of the way, the March 1 5 
income tax returns will 
have 
been made and the senate 
fi­ 
nance committee can determine 
whether the big tax reduction 
bill passed 'by the house should 
be considered in the senate.

SCHOOL EXAMS ARE SCORED 
A college professor comes out with the a n ­ 
nouncem ent that school teachers may be as badly 
off in grading exam ination papers, as the schol­ 
ars are in answering the questions. 
He asserts 
tha t a surv ey has been 
made which rev eals a 
test of school teachers on grading, and tha t a 
wide difference of 
opinion resulted 
from the 
test. 
T hat m ight serv e as consolation to your boy 
or girl when they bring home the report card 
from school. 
Giles M. Ruch, professor of education in the 
Univ ersity of California, asserts that after all 
the teacher may be wrong. 
So if your boy or 
girl will quote the professor, a woodshed scene 
may be elim inated at your home. 
The professor adv ocates the “new type” of 
exam ination as a remedy to tha t condition. The 
“true-false” types of exam ination, as well as the 
m ultiple response, m atching and similar types of 
test, can elim inate most of the personal element 
which enters into the essay type of exam ination, 
he believ es. 
And in addition, the professor declares it has 
been found tha t any exam ination is a v ery lim ­ 
ited sam pling of w hat the student knows. 
“I discov ered tha t under the essay type of 
exam ination the pupil who is asked to discuss 
in full a giv en topic will only write down one- 
ten th to one-third of w hat he actually knows, as 
later ascertained by searching questioning,” he 
said. 


CONGRESS OVERREACHED 
Two years ago Congress in its am bition 
to 
increase postal rev enue put into effect a two- 
cent post card charge with the net result that 
the rev enue was largely decreased, and a consid­ 
erable portion of w hat had been postal business 
went by express. 
Congress also sought to in ­ 
crease postal rev enues by increasing the rates on 
newspaper mail. 
Inasm uch as a fundam ental 
of the departm ent from the foundation of the 
serv ice has been low cost of newspapers, this in­ 
crease operated to enlarge the feeling of injus­ 
tice on the part of the newspapers. 
T hat was 
unfortunate perhaps, but more im portant, con­ 
sidering the new rate was adopted to increase 
rev enue tha t was by reason of the increase thirty 
million pounds of rev enue-producing mail had 
been lost by 
the 
postoffice to 
the 
railroads, 
trucking and express companies. 
The American newspaper publisher is not in 
the habit of asking fav ors. 
The shoe is general­ 
ly on the other foot, but the present congres­ 
sional postal rate v irtually imposed a war tax on 
the publishers and their readers.

hoped that, with these facts and figures in mind 
Congress will correct the injustice this session.

to obtain a subsidy from Congress.

wich to the McNary bill before 
the Tyson measure. 
Indications are that it will 


pass, despite president Coolidge's 
objections to the

fee provision. Final action will 
come probably to two weeks— 
about the time the commerce 
committee is ready to report out 
a flood control bill. The house 
is expected to get to work on the 
Reid compromise flood bill before 
that time.

creeks and dumped then- pokes 
on the bar, the bear used to 
amble up. cake them by the arm 
and drink with them. She be- 
came a seasoned toper at an 
early age. 


Then, one night, 
recovering 


from a "jag" Carrie proceeded to 
wreck the interior of the saloon. 
She smashed nearly every bottle 
of Demon Rum hi the 
place, 


tore up the bar, piled the tables 
and chairs into a heap 
and 


clawed down the mirror. The 
celebrated lady from 
Kansas 


could have done no better. 


But the result was banishment 


to the Seattle zoo. There, for 27 
long years, she lived, a prison- 
er, in a tiny den. Then her story 
was broadcast and "dry" advo- 
cates pleaded for her. A double- 
sized cage and an increase of ra- 
tions was ordered by the 
zoo 


management. 


Now Carrie's quite a heroine,

May Be Dae To His Early Diet 


"Black Sheep" Member of Fam- 


ily Might Have Lacked Proper 
Milk in His Infantile Diet, 


Experts Say 


Chicago, Feb. 
18—<u.R>—The 


•black sheep" of many a family 
can blame his waywardness on 
eating the wrong sort of food 
during his childhood. 


The family may be of excellent 


stock; the environment may 
have been of the best, and the 
child's training may have been 
along the most modern, scienti- 
fic lines—but a lack of milk hi 
the infantile diet may nun his 
life. 


Correcting the first signs of 


abnormality by 
building up 


health is one of the most impor- 
tant methods 
of 
developing 


character in the child, Dr. Flor- 
ence Mateer, clinical psycholo- 
gist of Columbus, O., told the 
mid-west conference on charac- 
ter development here today. 


"The physical condition of the 


child determines a great many 
of his feelings, and consequently 
guides much of his 
emotional 


life," Dr. Mateer said. 


Lack of milk or other calcium 


substance, for example, affects 
body glands, she explained. De- 
fective glands lead to successive- 
ly fatigue, self-pity, depression, 
fear, waywardness and even sui- 
dde. The chad also may suffer 


existed until it was too late to 
correct them, she said.. 


"The usual attitude is to ig- 


nore the emotional disturbances 
which result, or to attribute 
them to 'complexes', but even 
most complexes would have little 
chance to affect the child if he 
were to perfect health," Dr. Ma- 
teer said.

"Being a father or a mother is 


a duty that should take prece- 
dence over any other," he said. 
"When the divorce courts split a 
family, to which there are grow- 
ing children, 
they surround 


those children with innumerable 
hazards."

er, than no parental influence at 
an. he added.

More than 20 persons were re- 


ported as missing shortly after 
the accident. 


Approximately 
100 person? 


went overboard when a huge 
wave swept the deck of the boat 
and sent the passengers into a 
panic. 


Water rushed over the Peralta 


as it passed Goat Island hi the 
center of the bay. The passen- 
gers, panic stricken, rushed for- 
ward, causing the boy to tip un- 
der. This added further to the 
panic and many 'jumped over- 
board. Others were swept over- 
board by the heavy waves. 


Most of the passengers were 


commuters returning from work 
in San Francisco to their homes 
in Oakland. Several 
hundred 


were aboard the vessel. 


The Peralta soon was righted 


and its boats were lowered. The 
crew pulled several of the pas- 
sengers from the water. Others 
were rescued by the crew of the 
ferryboad Hayward, which was 
proceeding nearby here the Pe- 
ralta disaster occurred.

roSTOTFICE TAKES ANOTHER STEP 
The citizens of Rushville should feel them- 
*•• greatly obligated to Congressman Richard 


V. BUott, who has made a valiant struggle for 
ttM past several years in an effort to obtain a 
federal postoffice building for this city. 


His efforts last year looked assured, when 


the appropriation measure was lost In the dos- 
ing Hay of congress, but now the matter has 
taken on renewed speed and It is practically 
ajgnred that this city will be included in the 
program for this year. 


Congressman Elliott was instrumental in 


•Wring .house bill 10835 passed, and on Wednes- 
day of this week it was given full passage by the 
ho*M and is now in the hands of the senate. Mr. 
Bttott has commented as follows on this 
achievement: 


"I feel that this fight is about won. At least 


I have pursued the matter until I have landed 
it in the senate and I don't believe the bill can be 
successfully assailed there." 


He also comments further on the bill, stat- 


ing that it will be among the first in the list, 
calling for $40,000 for the acquisition of a site 
and starting of the building, with an additional 
$00,000 for the completion of the project. 
One 


of the first steps, after the bill has passed the 
senate and signed by President Coolidge, will be 
to purchase the grounds and advertise for bids. 


With an improvement of this kind, the citi- 


n\* of Rushville will receive something which 
they have looked forward to for 25 years, and 
Congressman Elliott is to be congratulated for 
hie noble efforts. 


Professor Ruch'f ound that one teacher might 


, give an examination paper a good grade and an- 
i other mark the same paper as low as 28.

In an experiment tried with 115 teachers, he 


1 found that the m*rMr>g« for the same examina- 
I tion paper ranged from K to K per cent of per- 
! feet. That was on an examination to history, 


but in the exact sciences the professor also found 
^discrepancies in the viewpoints of the tutors. 


He declared that the same algebra paper ob- 


tained marks ranging from as low as 28 per cent 
to as high as 92 per cent. 


SCHOOL EXAMS ARE SCORED 


A college professor comes out with the an- 


nouncement that school teachers may be as badly 
off in grading examination papers, LS the schol- 
ars are in answering the questions. He asserts 
that a survey has been made which reveals a 
tost of school teachers on grading, and that a 
wide difference of opinion resulted from the 
test. 


" That might serve as consolation to your boy 


or girl when they bring £ome the report card 
from school. 


Giles M. Kuch. professor of education in the 


University ol California, asserts that after all 
the teacher may be wrong. So if your boy or 
girl will quote the professor, a woodshed scene 
may be eliminated at your home. 


The professor advocates the "new type" of 


examination as a remedy to that condition. The 
"true-false" types of examination, as well as the 
multiple response, matching and similar types of 
test, can eliminate most of the personal element 
Which enters into the essay type of examination, 
be believes. 


And in addition, the professor declares it has 


been found that any examination is a very lim- 
ited sampling of what the student knows. 


"I discovered that under the essay type of 


examination the pupil who is asked to discuss 
hi full a given topic will only write down one- 
tenth to one-third of what he actually knows, as 
later ascertained by searching questioning," he 


CONGRESS OVERREACHED 


Two years ago Congress in its ambition to 


increase postal revenue put mto effect a two- 
cent post card charge with the net result that 
the revenue was largely decreased, and a consid- 
erable portion of what had been postal business 
went by express. 
Congress also sought to in- 


crease postal revenues by Increasing the rates on 
newspaper mail. 
Inasmuch as a fundamental 


of the department from the foundation of the 
service has been low cost of newspapers, this in- 
crease operated to enlarge the feeling of Injus- 
tice on the part of the newspapers. That was 
unfortunate perhaps, but more important, con- 
sidering the new rate was adopted to increase 
revenue that was by reason of the increase thirty 
million pounds of revenue-producing mail had 
been lost by the postoffice to the railroads, 
trucking and express companies. 


The American newspaper publisher is not in 


The shoe is general- 
ly on the other foot, but the present congres- 
sional postal rate virtually imposed a war tax on 
the publishers and their readers.

Congress will correct the Injustice this session.

to Lire in One State and 


Rule Another 


SERVED DURING CIVIL WAR; 
POSEY COUNTY BEARS NAME 


Legislature Meeting at Corydon 
Cooperates with Indiana Gov- 


ernor, Resident of Louisville 


Evansville, Ind., Feb. 18—In- 


diana's second governor. Gener- 
al Thomas Posey. for wnom Po- j 
sey county was named, is prob- 
ably the only executive in the 
history of the 
United States 


who could claim the singular 
honor of directing the affairs of 
one state while residing in an- 
other. Old documents unearthed 
here today revealed he lived to 
Louisville during his entire term 
as governor of Indiana. 


His residence was an enforced 


one ndwevw. historians point 
out. General Poaey alter a long 
and suutsaful military career 
in the Revolutionary war; mined 
his health to the war of 1812, and 
was compelled to have constant 
medical attention. 


It was Impossible to 
obtain 


this in Indiana hi that day, and 
consequently the governor made 
his home at Louisville. Just a- 
cross the Ohio river.
